Romulus voters will be asked to 
cast their ballot for a variety of propos- 
als and candidates in the general elec- 
tion slated for Tuesday, November 8.

e ProposalA, a proposalto convene a 
constitutional convention for the pur- 
pose of drafting a general revision of 
the State Constitution; 

e _ProposalB, aproposed constitutional 
amendment which would restrict a 
criminal defendant who pleads guilty 
ornolo contendere (no contest) from 
appealing his/her conviction without 
the permission of the court; 

e ProposalC, anamendmentto Michi- 
gan’s auto insurance laws which 
would, among other things, reduce 
auto insurance rates by 16% (aver- 
age) for six months for policyholders 
reducing personal injury (medical) 
insurance to $1 million, place limits 
on personal injury (medical) bene- 
fits, limit fees paid to health-care 
providers, and limit the right to sue 
by setting higher standards for the 
recovery of damages for "pain and

Mayor Beverly McAnally and the 
Romulus City Council have been given 
a final opportunity to take a firm grip on 
the reins of leadership and steer our city 
away from the road to financial ruin that 
it has been travelling by refusing to 
reach a settlement with Environmental: 
Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS) concern- 
ing the operation of its already con- 
structed injection well. 

This last chance to negotiate an 
agreement that would be satisfactory to 
both EDS and a majority of our com- 
munity's residents has become evident 
during the testimony of various EDS 
staff members at a Romulus Zoning 
Board of Appeals (ZBA) hearing which 
began last week. The hearing — which 
has afforded EDS its first occasion to 
presentthe public with acomprehensive, 
in-depth look at the well project's pur- 
pose and scope, as well as a detailed 
history of the company's relationship 
with the City over the more-than-four- 
year course of the project — has also 
given EDS achance to express its flex- 
ibility on a number of the City's health 
and safety concerns. 3 

Among the concessions that EDS 
is willing to agree to are: 

e limiting truck/facility access to 8 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. on weekdays and 8 a.m. to 
noon on Saturdays; 

e establishing and strictly enforcing a 
single truck route that avoids school 
buildings and residential neighbor- 
hoods (said route to be |-275 to 
Eureka Road exit; east on Eureka; 
northon Wayne Road; west on North- 
line to the facility) ; 

e limiting the volume of truck traffic to 
the facility to two trucks per hour; 

e fimiting the number of operating wells 
at the facility to one. 

EDS also informed the public that 
its deep well cannot, eithernow or inthe 
foreseeable future, handle hazardous 
materials; only nonhazardous waste 
could be injected into the well as mat- 
ters stand. That's because, even if the 
project's investors are willing to spend 
the multiple millions of dollars and many 
years necessary to go through the pro- 
cess of trying to obtain a permit for the 
disposal of hazardous materials and 
permission to construct a Public Act 64 
on-site storage facility, there's stilla real 
questionthatthe Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency and the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources would grant 
the permits, which experts agree are 
tough to come by. 

But if the City is interested in re- 
establishing a productive relationship

work together to the benefit of everyone 
—as EDS has desired to do all along — 
it must act now before a ZBA tuling 
takes the reins from its hands forever. 
Only a court decision can override a 
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costs — will be the next step. This is no 
"threat" to try to force the City into falling 
into line; it's a simple statement of the 
consequences that will ensue if a settle- 
mentis not reached. Many citizens agree 
with EDS that a number of factors — 
including the granting of various per- 
mits and the fact that no mention was 
made of any zoning problems until the 
well was already completed — clearly 
demonstrate that the City granted tacit 
consentto EDS to construct and operate 
awellatthe Northline site. These citizens 
are both smart enough to realize that 
EDS is not going to walk away from a 
multi-million-dollar investment, and 
moral enough to admit that, regardless 
of whether they "want" an injection well 
in their town, EDS shouldn't have to 
abandon a project begun in good faith. 

Why continue this trip on what could 
well be a "one-way street to Hell"? Rea- 
sonable people prefer the path of com- 
promiseto threats andultimatums. EDS 
doesn't want to obtain its needs and 
rights by riding roughshod overthe com- 
munity inadrawn-out, cost/ycourt battle; 
it wants to work with the City to address 
residents’ concerns and pave a road 
that's as safe, profitable, and beneficial 
to our environment as possible. 

For this reason, we urge the Mayor 
and City Councilto act quickly to remove 
this controversy from the domain of the 
ZBA and return it to a venue that will 
permit both sides to work out a reason- 
able compromise based on a desire to 


do what's best and what's right. O

Reader Questions City's 
Failure To Settle Claim 
To the Editor: 

About a year ago, | was involved in 
an accident on my way to work. The 
accident was due to a road flood which 
caused me to lose control of my vehicle 
and total it. The City of Romulus' insur- 
ance company stated that the pump 
system in that area failed and that | was 
not at fault. After several months and 
multiple conversations and correspon- 
dence with the City's insurance com- 
pany, lawyer, and Mayor McAnally, the 
_ City still fails to accept responsibility by 
reimbursing me for the value of my 
vehicle. | have two problems with this. 

First, the City's insurance company 
informed me that there are actually two 
pumps in that system. Both pumps had 
to fail in order for the road to flood. The 
City claims that the pump system was 
checked both days prior to my accident. 
lf true, this means that whatever check- 
out procedure they use has some obvi- 
ous flaws if it would allow not only the 
primary pump to fail, but the secondary 
pump to fail at the same time. If the 
check-out procedure will allow this to 
happen once, it will happen again. It's 
just a matter of time. 

The second problem that | have 
with this situation is that the City has 
admitted that the pump system had 
failed, yet refuses to accept responsibil- 
ity. What | had asked for was the fair 
market value of the vehicle minus what 
| got from the junkyard. They refuse to 
accept responsibility and reimburse me 
formy loss. The only choice that the City 
has left me is to take them to court. If | 
were to do that, | would have to ask for 
allexpenses incurred (temporary trans- 
portation, replacementtransportation for 
the estimated life of the lost vehicle, 
financial and mental hardship incurred 
by myself and my family, etc.). | don't 
wantto do this because the extra money 
| would win could go to better things for 
the City. | also feel that the courts are for 
dealing with real criminals. | think that it 
is really sad when | hear people say that 
we have a “sue-happy" society — but 


now | can see why: It is the "not accept- 
ing responsibility” attitude being driven 
by our governments. 

All that | am interested in is reim- 
bursement for the obvious loss of my 
vehicle. The City has put in writing that 
the pump system failed, yet refuses to 
accept responsibility for the simple fact 
that their check-out procedures are 
inadequate. 

One final question that | have is 
this: Has anything changed to make 
sure that the pump system does not fail 
once again? | do feel lucky, to some 
extent, that this was a one-vehicle acci- 
dent that | was able to walk away from. 
What if my wife and two children had 
been in the car with me? Or what if | had 
hit a vehicle that had your loved-ones 
in it?
